THE TERRITORIAL ELECTIONS 

The general Territorial elections now 
in progress are a political event of the 
first importance to the Northwest. 
There is a tendency to think lightly of 
the importance of good legisiation and 
sound administration regarding mat- 
ters coming within the control of the 
local legislature and governments oft 
the Dominipn. Lecal or provincial 
political affairs are overshadowed ‘by 
the wider reaching affairs of the na- 
tion coming under tne control of the 
federal authority; and yet it is no ex 
aggeration to say that, inasmuch as 
local administration touches the peo- 
ple individually more generally and 
more closely than federal legislation 
itis quality is of greater importance to, 
them. This is true in the case of the 
province and it is equally true in the 
case of the Territories. There is not 
after all so very much difference be- 
tween the present political condition 
of the Territories and that which pre- 
vails in the provinces; for if the Terri- 
torial legislature has not the power to 
mortgage the future as have the legis- 
latures of the provinces; inasmuch as 
the present is a period of foundation- 
laying in the great West, the responsi- 
bility is much greater on the Territor- 
ial legislature of the present time than 
on that of any province of the Domin- 
ion. Charged with controi of educa- 
tional matters, of municipal affairs, of 
public works, and of property and civil 
rights it is of the highest importance 
that our local government should be in 
the hands of reliable men holding a 
policy suitable to the peculiar condi- 
ticns of our country. At the present 
time the government which has con- 
troled the affairs of the Territories 
for many years is appealing once mojre 
to the electorate for endorsation for 
the past and! a mandate for the future. 
It would be well for the electors to un- 
derstand that this is the issue which 
will be decided by the election. That 
it is something more than a mere 
choice between the personality of the 
various candidates. Because ‘there has 
been no political turmoil in the Terri- 
tories many people jump to the conclu- 
sion that this is because of our pecu- 
lar conditions and not because of the 
men who have had control of our af- 
faics. That idea is the greatest pos- 
sible mistake. Onur Jocal government 
handles a very large amount of public 
money—if not altogether as large pro- 
portionately as the local government of 
the provinces, yet sufficiently large io 
constitute a mst important trust and 
to leave roum for wide differences of 
the opinion as to the best methods of 
expenditure to produce desirable re 
fults. “Happy is the country ihat has 
no history,” and the Territories are 
to be congratulated because there has 
been so little of that friction which 
constitutes history and which so often 
means effort ill directed, or effort di- 
rected by improper motives, on the part 
of those charged wiih the direction of 
public affairs. There are no scandals 
against the present Northwest govern- 
ment; there is no allegation of lack of 
energy on their part in using ail the 
resources at their command for the 
benefit and advancement of the Terri- 
tories at iarge; there is vo question as 
to their singleness of purpose or 
as to the direction of their efforts. It is 
a plain matter of fact that the North- 
west government does more work for 
less money and does it more efficiently 
than the government of any province 
in the Dominion. It is a matter of 
fact that the peaple of the Territarias 
receive from the local treasury a larg. 
‘er proportion of the cost to them of 
education than do the people of any 
of the provinces. It is a matter of 
fact that a larger proportion of the 
total revenue is expended directly in 
the construction of usefv! public 
works, directly benefiting ibe people, 
than is the case in any of the proving 
ces. It is a fact that instead of the 
eumbersome expensivé duplicate muni- 
cipal system of Ontario and some of 
the other provinces, a simple system 
of local taxation for .public improve- 
ments has been adopted, whereby the 
largest possible share of the taxes rais- 
ed is expended for the direct improve- 
ment of the public roads. Although 
owing to scattered settlement and vast 
distances there is greater difficulty in 
administering the affairs of the Ter- 
ritories than in any province, it is a 
matter of fact and is universally ad- 
mitted that the administration is more 
efficient and less expensive than in any 
province. This is a most satisfactory 
conditioa of affairs. It did not occur- 
by accident nor did it occur by force 
of circumstances. It is as it is, be 
cause the men who were charged with 
control were as they were and are as 
they are. 

If the people of the Territories de- 
sire a continuance of present policy 
and administration it will be necessary 
to support candidates who are prepared 
to support that policy and administra- 
tion, or, in other words, to support the 


Haultain government. That govern- 
eat te eoeeth office for a consider- 
able term of years, and it may seem 
that their bold on power is such that 
that one supporter more or less makes 
no difference, and that people may 
therefore freely consider the person- 
ality of the candidates rather than the 
policy which they wil! support. There 
could be no greater mistake if as the 
result of these general tlections there 
should be returned a majority opposed 
to the present government. The peo 
ple have no guarantee as to what they 
would get in the way of legislation or 
administration. in such a case. They 
might be fortunate aad they might be 
very unfortunate. The example | of 
Manitoba and British Columbia is an 
evidence of the danger resulting from 
provincial affairs getting into incom- 
petant or untrustworthy hands. The 

Territories cannot afford at the pres- 
ent time to take chances on a change 
in policy or administration not know- 
ing what that change is to be be. If 
the government here had been the sub- 
ject of attack on some point of policy 
upon which their opponents were pledg- 
ed then it would be a fair matter for 
consideration whether the policy of the 
government or the opposition should 
be supported. But when we have oa 
the one hand a reliable administration 
and a well defined policy—defined not 
by windy promises but by the record 
of years,—and on the other nothing 
definite of any description, the only 
safe course is to support that which 
we know. rather than take chances on 
that which we don’t know. 

On the question of provincial au- 
tonomy and increase of subsidy the 
position of the government is clear and 
logical. The legislature having de- 
cided that certain services are to be 
provided for on a certain basis the 
government proceeds to provide for 
those services and asks from the Do 
minion the sums necessary. There be- 
ing} a question as to whether the 
amount asked for will be granted, and 
the further question to be answered as 
to whether the Territories 'are en- 
titled to the amount asked ar not, 
the local government says to that of 
the Dominion, “Give us the money ne- 
cessary for our requirements as we 
understand them, or give us provincial 
organization with subsidies and allow- 
ances on the basis of the other prov- 
inces with such additions as our spe- 
cial cyrcumstances justify. In order 
that there should be no doubt about 
the position of the local government 
they prepared a proposition for pro- 
vincial organization in detail which 
was submitted to the Dominicn gov- 
ernment. Until that proposition is 
disposed of either one way or the oth- 
er, the local government is in the 
Strongest possible logical position to 
demand such increase of subsidy from 
time, to time as changing conditions 
make necessary. The position is mod- 
erate and yet strong and is worthy the 
endorsation of the people of the Ter- 
ritories, Considering the mass of 
eastern public opinion that has to be 
influenced before an increase of sub- 
Sidy, or provincial settlement on a 
proper basis can be secured, it is bet- 
ter that a sound position should he 
quietly taken at ihe beginning, than 
that dependence should be placed on 
extreme language for carrying the 
point advocated. In all features of 
their policy the locai government hais 
Shown coolness, moderation and per- 
fistence. Because they have not 
achieved perfection in this or that par- 
ticular under conditions which are 
continually changing, gives no grounds 
for opposing them, while on the other 
hand their consistent policy and what 
they have achieved entitles them to 
a hearty support and not the less be- 
cause what has been done has been 
done quietly without advertising and 
without consideration of personal or 
selfish interest. It is to be hoped that 
fon many years the Territories wilil 
be fortunate enough to have its local 
affairs administered on as careful lines 
of policy, and as efficiently as during 
the past four years. Whether that 
Shall be the case or not depends very 
greatly on the result of the elections 
now in progress.

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IMMIGRATION. 

On Tuesday Hon. Mr. Sifton intro 
duced a bill regarding the prevention 
of the landing oi diseased immigrants. 
The explanations made egg the 

arpose of the bill gave rise to us- 
eh which Messrs. Wilson, Mac- 
Clarke, Borden, Osler and 
Sproule, conservatives, and the Hon. 
Mr. Sifton and Messrs. McCreary and 
Oliver took part. The latter spoke as 
tollowss: ; 

Mr. Oliver. I am glad to see this 
bill introduced, very glad to support 
its provisions, aud Ouly sorry that it 
does not go a great deal further. Whea 
we say we are dealing with the ques- 
tion of increasing our population, we 
are dealing with the whole question, 
for there is not merely the question ot 
increase, but the question of improve- 
ment before us. When we deal with 
the immigration question without con- 
sidering it from the standpoint of the 
possibility and necessity oF efforts be- 
ing made to in i 
as we increase it, we are not deal-—g 
with the subject as its importance Tre- 
quires. It seems to me strange that 


it shouid be required, at this date, to 


provide checks on the entrance of dis- 


eased immigrants ito our country. fee 
e 


such checks have not existed in 
past, they certainly cannot be provided 


too soon, nor can they be made too 


complete. 

But from my standpoint the diseases 
existing amongst immigrants are but 
a trifling consideration in comparison 


with the general character of the im 
understand the 


migrants. 1 cannot 
frame of mind which looks carelessly 
upon the introduction into the very life 
ot our country of a population without 
regard to whether such population will 


raise or lower the general standard of 


our people. Let the ple who come 
in be the bealthiest in the world, if 
their disposition, and ambition, and 
inclination are not such as will help us 
to realize our ideais, then their pres- 
ence is o&jectionable and a detriment 
to us. I am not claiming that we are 
the best pecple in the world;. that our 
civilization is the highest form of civ- 
ilization; 5ut I do claim that our pres- 
ent civilizatioa suits us, and it is that 
which we have set ourselves to im- 
prove. Our social system, our politi- 
cal system, our religious system are 
those which we have inherited and 
which we are constantly trying toin- 
prove. 
organize all these systems for the pur- 
pose of improving ourselves in this 
country, it is surely worth while io 
take means that our efforts shall not 
be to a certain extent rendered use- 
less by the introduction of elements in- 
to our population which will have a 
contrary efiect. It is not necessary ta 
say that such people are not as gopd as 
we are. Possibly a Chinaman is a bet- 
ter man than an Englishman, let the 
Englishman answer tor that himself; 
a, Japanese or a Russian may be a bet- 
ter man than the.Englishman; I say 
nothing about that. He may be a 
much better man, but he is not one of 


ws, and inasmuch as he is not one of 


us he is not helping us to develop along 
those lines that providence has chosen 
for us, or that we have chosen for our- 
selves. His presence is a hindranceand 
not a help. 

This country is of immense extent, 
it is of equally immense possibilities. 
The population of Canada at the pres- 
ent time occupies but a very small 
part of our tota! area, and turns to ac- 
count but a very small part of our 
total resources. We have five millions 
of people in a country capable of sup- 
porting easily fifty millions. It does 
not need any demonstration on my part 
to Show that if the increase of popula- 
tion which will necessarily take place 
in the development of those resources, 
is of a character and constitution es- 
sentially different from our own, not 
only will they build upa different civ- 
ilization wherever they establish them- 
selves, but they will infallibly control 
our elvilization in this part of the 
country. One to ten, the odds are too 
many against us. Ihe western prairies 
are the seat and cradle of the fuiure 
population of this Dominion. They are 
the seat of power and control. As 
that population is, so wiil this Domin- 
ion be. if you fill those prairies with 
people with difierent ideas, different 
aspirations and different views from 
your own, you are simply placing your- 
slves under a yoke. You are swerv- 
ing your country from that destiny 
which your tathers intended, and which 
you fondly haped you were achieving. 
Itt is, I say, under the present circum- 
stances of this Dominion, a matter of 
the highest necessity that the popula- 
tion we introduce into the western 
country, should be like minded with 
ourselves, so far as that is possible, 
if we are to achieve greatness as we 
understand greatness, if we are to 
achieve civilization, as we understand 
civilization, if we are to achieve lib- 
erty in government as we understand 
iiberty. wr 

Some years algo we believed, or some 
of us believed, that those vast areas 
of fertile country must forever remain 
unpeopled or become inhabited with 
such people as we could gather from 
any corner of the world. But nobody 
thinks that today. At present peo- 
ple are thronging into those territories 
by thousands; people equal to ourselves 
in intelligence, in energy, in ambition, 
in civilization; like-minded with our- 
selves in almost every particular. 
There is no danger that the prairies 
will not be occupied by people such as 
we will be proud to work with in 
building up our civilization. No; there 
is one danger, and only one, and that 
is that they may be occupied by other 
and ioferior peqple who will keep out 
those whom we desire to help us in 
establishing and improving our insti- 
tutions. I say that every undesirable 
settler who enters the Northwest, who 
is, we will say, inferior to ourselves in 
his knowledge of government, in his 
ideas of tibecty, is a further, detri- 
ment, inasmuch as to a certain ex- 
tent he displaces another man whose 
ideas are similar to our own. 


I believe in immigration, and in a 
vigorous immigration policy. But I 
also believe that when. we are spend- 
ing money to secure immigrants the 
first consideration shouid be the in- 
tellectual as wel! as the physical qual- 
ity of those immigrants. I would like 
to say that our immigration policy as 
directed to the United States has been 
a pronounced success, and I am glad 
to believe that it will continue to be. 
I am sorry to say that as directed ‘io 
the British islands, to 
country, or to the mother countries 
if you like, it has mot been a pronounc- 
ed success. I think I am safe in say- 
ing that up to date it has been a.dis- 
mal failure. I have heard it said that 
we need not look to the British islands 
for immigrants to people our country. 
That the supply was practically ex- 
hausted. If that is the case, it is a 
melancholy conditian. It is a marvel- 
lows thing if those two islands, which 
have carried liberty and civilization, 
and conquest, if you like, around the 
world, are in a state of decadence as 
tc people, and that we can not look

Let me say further that it appears 
to me to have been a mistake io the 

to have spent so much money as 
we have in paying bonuses to steam- 
ship companies for the conveyance of 
immigrants; and for this reason, We 
made the steamship companies, by — 
means, our immigration agencies, an 
it did not make any difference to those 
companies what the character of the 
immigrant was, who he was, oF where 
he was from, so long as they got the 
bonus. It seems to me, from my point 
of view, that this is a most undesir- 
able system ang a most undesirable 
expenditure, and I would ask that it 
be not continued. Understand me, I 
do not object to large expenditures for 
immigration, but I want these expendi- 
tures to be made with a view of se- 
curing the better people and not the 
worse. To depend on the steamship 
company is to og a premium upon the 
worse rather than upon the better. 

I would like to say still further and 
to urge upon the House at large, upon 
hon. members who come from all parts 
of the Dominion, that the immigrant 
who is of the most benefit to this coun- 
try in every way is the man of our dwn 
blood, understanding and interest, 
namely, the native-born, Canadian, 
who, finding it necessary to shift his 
ground, must go either to the United 
States or to the Canadian Northwest. 


Mr. McCreary. _What_about New 
Ontario f Peg ti dent it ual 
Mr. Oliver. Well, those who repre- 
sent New Ontario can talk for New 
Ontario. I say that in my estimation 
it' is a mistake, and the worst kind of 
mistake to consider that it is not a 
question of interest to this country or 
to this parliament whether our people 
go to the Northwest Territories or 
not. I have heard it said here, and in 
the country that we waat our people 
to stay at home. Of course we want 
our people to stay at home, but unless 
we nail them down they will not stay 
at home if the conditions are not suit- 
able. It is because of the disposition 
and depermination to better them- 
selves that they are so valuable as set- 
tlers wherever they go and make such 
a success. I cannot look upon it quiet- 
ly when I see from the census returns 
that we have 1,000,000 native-born Can- 
dians in the United States, while we 
have in Manitoba and the Northwest 
Territories considerably less than half 
a million of people of all nationalities, 
There must necessarily be in the Unit- 
ed States four native-born Canadians 
for every one that is ia the Northwest 


Territories. I put it to this House and 


to the government that this country 
mas made a more substantial loss in 
all that constitutes value by the trans- 
ference of the energy and wealth of our 
people in such degree to the United 
States rather than to the Northwest 
Territories than it has from any other 
cause. There is no other cause that 
has tended so much to the compara- 
tively slow progress of this Dominion 
as the fact that our life blood has been 
While we have 
been trying to develop our own coun- 
try with other people, the United 


States has been developed, to a large 


extent, by our people. It is a matter 
of the utmost interest to every man in 
every province of this Dominion that 
the people of Canada should be retain- 


ed in Canada, and if they cannot be re- 


tained in ons part they should be re- 
tained in another, if possible. That 
there should be no lack of effort put 
forth to secure the settlement of our 
own surplus population where we have 


surplus land to dispose of amply suffi- 
cient for all of them.

Proposed Railways. 


Trenton, N. J., April 29.—The Great 
Northern of Canada Consolidated com- 


pany, with a capital stock of $10,000,000 


was inco~porated to-day to operate rail- 
roads in the Northwest . 

The incorporators are Benjamin P. 
Moore, John McNaught and Arthur L. 
Myers. The registered agent of the com- 


pany is the Corporation Trust company 


of 15 Exchange street, Jersey City. Ac- 


cording to a report which accompan- 


ied the filing of the charter to-day, the 
new company is backed by James J. 
Hill and the Northern Pacific and Can- 
adian Pacific railroads, the specific pur- 
poses of the incorporation, according 
to this report, is, to construct a rail- 
road from Duluth te Dawson City, Al- 
aska. The plan as outlined is to bring 
freight to Duluth, from a great area 
in the Northwest heretofore tapped by 
no railroad and lead it on boats at Dul- 
uth for shipment to eastern points and 
Europe. A large portion of the pro- 
jected line, it is said, will be through 
a wilderness in some cases hundreds 
of miles from any other railroad. It 
was further asserted that the cost of 
construction would be considerably in 
excess of 3100,000,000. 


Paying Out C. P. R. Taxes. 


_ The taxes collected by the Territor- 
ial government upon C. PF. R. lands 
throughout the country, are now being 
allotted to the various small local im- 
provement districts in which such lands 
are situateé. The amount so divided 
is about $13,000, which will pernit of 
quite a substantial addition to the 
funds of the respective districts. In 
laying out the work to be done during 
1902, the distribution of this large sum 
will greatiy assist in constructing 
necessary public works and improve- 
ments which might otherwise not have 
been possible. i {¢
